While it may seem odd that 
| Russia should object to the Bulgar- 
ian conquest only after it is an ac- 
complished fact, the performance is 
not inconsistent with all the rest 
of Stalin's diplomacy. Ever since 
Munich he has dreaded the power 
of the German army and has real- 
ized the weakness of the Russian 
army, and his one supreme pre- 
occupation has been how to keep 
the German mechanized divisions 
from over-running Russia and de- 

stroying him 
For the plains of Russia are ideal- 
ly suited to conquest by a mech- 
anized army. Hence the Hitler- 
Stalin pact of August, 1939, which 
left the French and British to meet 
the full force of the German army. 
Hence his moves in Poland, the 
Baltic States, Finland and Rumania 
to improve his own strategic de- 
fenses. Hence his frightened inabil- 
ity to resist the arrival of the Ger- 
man army on the shores of the 
Black Sea—a body of water as vital 
to the interna] security of Russia as 
the Great Lakes would be to the 
United States if there were a hostile 
power on the Canadian side. Hence, 
we may imagine, his hope that Hit- 
ler’s army will 
and will exhaust itself against Bri- 
tain and in the Balkans and Middle 
East—that is to say, anywhere which 
does not led Hitler to the Ukraine
